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School Report 


To the Citizens of Scarboro : 

At this time, I desire to place before you a few state¬ 
ments and statistics concerning our schools, to which I 
ask your careful consideration. 

COMMON SCHOOLS 

In all kindness, I wish to call your particular attention 
to our inadequate common school facilities. The town is 
large and the population scattered. We have in it only 
one grammar school. Some of our common school .teachers 
are compelled to teach thirty-two classes a day, averaging 
less than ten minutes to a class. By nature, not one 
teacher in a hundred is adapted to the teaching of both 
primary and grammar grades, and as a result, the best that 
is within the child may never be brought out. Also, the 
child in a small school may be tremendously handicapped, 
both physically and mentally, by lack of proper team 
work, enthusiasm and competition. A lonesome boy is 
not liable to be very industrious. 

The common schools hold the most important place in 
the intricate system of education. At this time, the child 
is most susceptible to ail influences and the teacher is 
compelled to draw upon all her resources in order to assist 
her pupils in the formation of character and the establish¬ 
ment of correct foundations so necessary for future work. 

As a step in the right direction, I earnestly recom- 
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mend the uniting- of school districts wherever practicable, 
making at least a one room primary and a one room 
grammar. 


TRANSPORTATION 

As an aid to the building up of our school system, and 
iu order that every child may have a square deal, I most 
heartily recommend that the town pay the transporting of 
school children wherever the school committee believe the 
distance is too great for walking or the burden may rest 
too heavily upon the parent. I have been practically as¬ 
sured that the Portland Railroad Company will grant some 
concession in the price of scholars’ tickets if purchased by 
the town. 

HIGH SCHOOt 

Our High School, during a greater part of the year, 
has been undergoing a trying ordeal. At the beginning of 
the year, State Superintendent Payson Smith informed me 
that, in order for our school to retain present standing in 
Class A and receive State Aid, we must make a decided 
improvement in the quality of work done during the en¬ 
suing year. At this time, the school was not fitting for 
college or for active business life. Your superintending 
school committee, iu co-operation with high school teach¬ 
ers and the State Superintendent, have made their best 
endeavor to re-organize the school in a way to meet pres¬ 
ent day conditions. Our present high school course is 
based upon the “Standard Course for Small High Schools” 
recommended by the State Department of Education. A 
pupil by selecting his studies from those offered can pre¬ 
pare for college or for business life if the proposed plans 
are carried out. For the present, the commercial studies 
will be the most profitable for the great majority of our 
children, but the town cannot afford to lose the opportunity 
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of extending the helping hand to that boy or girl desirous 
of a higher education. A good idea of the aims and aspi- 
ratious of the school can be obtained by reading the excel¬ 
lent article by Principal Wish in the last high school 
paper. Anyone can obtain a copy of this paper from me. 
In order to carry on the work as outlined, another teacher 
is absolutely necessary. I recommend sufficient appropri¬ 
ation for that purpose. 

OUR SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

As the state demands the attendance of our children 
between the ages of five and fifteen years at school, it be¬ 
hooves us to see that our buildings are in perfect sanitary 
condition. It is useless for our teachers to instruct in 
physiology and hygiene while our children, by looking 
around, can see flagrant violations of all rules. Best con¬ 
ditions can only be obtained by the cooperation of every 
one concerned with the schools, and that means the whole 
Town. Unfortunately, all of us are not able to have model 
homes, but this Town is amply able to have every school 
building a model one. 

RECOMMENDED APPROPRIATION 
In agreement with your school committee, I recom¬ 
mend the following appropriation for the ensuing year: 


For support of common schools $1,000 

For aupport of high school 1,300 

For supplies and repairs (all schools) 1,000 

For books (all schools) 350 

For appliances (all schools) 150 


*For fire escape for Oak Hill high school building 100 
TEACHERS 

The present corps of teachers deserve your commen¬ 
dation for their zeal, earnest work, and hearty cooperation 
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with their school officers in all efforts to improve the con¬ 
ditions in your schools. 

I have received great help in my work from citizens, 
school committee and other officers of the Town. I desire 
to thank all for their kindness consideration, and support.

GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are herby re¬ 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of 
Scarboro, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
at the Town House, in said Town, on the second (2nd) 
day of March, A. D. 1914, at ten (10) o’clock in the fore¬ 
noon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 

1st. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet¬ 
ing. 


2nd. To choose a Clerk, Selectmen,Assessors, Over¬ 
seers of the Poor, Collector, Treasurer, one member of the 
School Board, aud all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

3rd. To see if the town will accept and adopt the re¬ 
ports of the several town officers. 

4th. To see if the town will grant and raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and support of schools, schoolhouse repairs aud supplies, 
text books, school appliances, the poof, repair of roads 
aud bridges, expense of brown-tail moths, rental of hy¬ 
drants at Pine Point, aud to defray all other town charges. 
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5th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Free High School for the ensu¬ 
ing year. 


6th. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on 
the question of appropriating and raising the money neces¬ 
sary to entitle the town to State aid, as provided in Section 
20, Chapter 130, Public Laws of 1913. 

7th. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $864 00 for the improvement of the section of State 
aid road designated as No. 2, as outlined in the report of 
the State Highway Commission, in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and 
bridges; the above amount being the maximum which the 
town is allowed to raise under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 130, Public Laws of 1913. 

8th. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $1,000.00 in addition to the amount raised in the 
preceding article. No. 7, for the additional improvement of 
the section of State aid road designated as No. 2, as ap¬ 
proved by the State Highway Commission; the amount 
thus raised being such an amount as conforms to Section

To see if the town will vote a sum of money for 
electric street lights at Dunstan and on Black Point Road. 

44th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Board of Selectmen to try and make a contract with the 
Portland Water District for a number of hydrants to be set 
o.i State Road, from South Portland City line to Oak Hill 
Four Corners, and from Oak Hill Four Corners towards 
Prout’s Neck, in such number aud in such places as will 
bi for best interests of the town, and raise a sura of money 
for sun?; and in case such contract canuot be made this 
year, said sum raised shall be held on interest to the town’s 
credit, for use for same purpose at some future date. By 
request. 
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45th. To see if the town will vote the sum of $500 to 
be expended on sewers at Higgins Beach. By request.
